—The demand for new capital on the part 
of commercial and manufacturing com- 
panies has not been so greatly restricted 
by the war as had been supposed. 

In the March quarter new and old joint 
stock and limited liability companies ab- 
sorbed $21,700,000 of new capital, as com- 
pared with $86,200,000 for the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1914. In March alone 110 
new companies were organized, or nearly 
twice as many as in November. 

Business About $100,000,000. 

Since the war began the total amount of 
cepital absorbed by such companies has 
been slightly leas than $100,000,000. 

Of this total $48,900,000 fell to manufac- 
turing companies and the rest to banks 
and general commercial undertakings, 
Banks alone absorbed about $23,500,000 of 
new capital.

meeting the sea forces of Great Britain.” 

No comment has been made on this 
statement by the British admiralty, but 
some credence is placed in it because of 


the fact that two German Zeppelins were 


seen today off the Northumberland coast. 
They did not attack any of the seaports 


or drop any bombs and are supposed to 
have been scouting in advance of the 


fleet. 
North Sea Battle Near? 

There are reports trom Scandinavia 
that the German sea forces have become 
active within the last few days, and it is 
predicted that a battle in the North sea 
ls imminent. 

Another indication is the fact that all 
shipping has been forbidden by the Brit- 
ee between Holland and Eng- 
an 

The German submarines are still busy. 
The Grimaby trawler, St. Lawrence, was 
torpedoed and sunk in the North sea yes- 
terday by a German submarine. Two 
members of the crew were killed. 

Seven surytvors were brought here to- 
day by the trawler Queenstown, whose 
skipper reports that the submarine fired 
on his vessel while engaged in rescuing 
the crew of the St. Lawrence, 


RUSSIANS MAKE AIR RAIDS. 

LONDON, April 23.—Much activity is 
reported in the air craft service on the 
eastern front. The Russians yesterday 


carried out highly successful attacks on 


the Polish towns of Miawa, near the East 
Prussian frontier, and Plock, on the Vis- 
tula, according to Petrograd reports, 
“One Russian airship yesterday dropped 
fifteen bombs on Plock, a Reuter dis- 
patch from Petrograd says. Several 
German boats on the Vistula were struck, 
as were the railroad station and trains. 
“Two other machines bombarded the 
railway station at Miawa and the German 
aerodrome at Sanniky. . Considerable 
damage was done to German trenches.” 
One Russian aviator is reported to have 
dropped a bomb on a German army trans- 
port near Kopetza, to the northeast of 
Ossowetz, and an observation point at 
Lopatuvatz, in the same vicinity, on 
which the Germans had mounted a pow- 
erful electric reflector, was destroyed by

OME, April 24, 3:30 a. m.— 
It is stated in high official quar- 
ters here that it is becoming in- 


creasingly improbable that Italy 
will participate in the war, at 
least for some time to come. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO’ TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, April 23.—Roumania has form- 
ally demanded territorial concessions 
from Austria in Transylvania, according 
to information obtained from diplomatic 
sources by a correspondent. 

Although the demand exacts a reply 
within a reasonably short space of time, 
this time limit is not specifically fixed, 
thus keeping the demand from assuming 
the nature of an ultimatum. The conces- 
sions demanded are a repetition of those 
contained in a similar note sent two 
months ago which still remains in abey- 
ance. 

Roumanla's attitude is considered here 
to be of the utmost significance, since it 
obviously was inspired by Italy and is 
based on an Italo-Roumanian defensive 
alliance contemplating simultaneous in- 
tervention of the two countries in the war 
with the object of realising for both their 
national aspirations. 

The cooperation of Italy and Roumania 
was evidenced two months ago when 
Italy demanded from Austria an explana- 


tion of the latter’s concentration of troops |. 


in Transylvania. Further proof of the 
alliance is given now by another Italian 
demand for information whether Austria, 
in addition to the concessions she offers 
Italy, hasoffered other concessions to 
Roumanla.

af ELECTIONS. | 

The present controversy regarding the true mean- 
ing of nonpartisanship in judicial nominations and 
elections should serve to direct attention to the bill 
now pending in the legislature and providing for 
completely and unmistakably nonpartisan methods 
of choosing our judges from the city and Municipal 
courts up to the Supreme bench. This measure has 
been indorsed in its essentials by the bar associations 
of the state and the city of Chicago, as well as by 
several progressive civic bodies. | | 

To the average professional polftician or rural 
routine ridden lawyer the idea of abolishing the par- 
tisan judicial primary and the partisan judicial 
ballot, the idea of nominating and electing men 
for the bench without reference to partisan pol- 
itics, may seem radical if not utopian. But the 
idea is as simple as it is practical; to the Intel- 
ligent, public spirited lawyer or citizen nothing is 
more manifest than the impropriety, the folly, the 
danger, of choosing judges not for their fitness, abil- 
ity, expetience, character, but for their partisan af- 
filiations or their alleged views on the tariff, the 
currency, the Mexican question, or the Russian 
passport issue. | 

If we could persunde the present | 


ture to 
enact the pending bill and give us truly nonpartisan 
judicial primaries and elections our problem would 
be solved so far ag the future is concerned.

STINGING .PESTS. 

PIDERS do not deserve their bad 
S reputation. None of them will bite 
if escape without biting is possible. 
Most of them are hanmiess- when 
they do bite. Only two varieties 
are dangerous to life—the tarantulas and 
the hour glass spiders, and these are only 
dangerous under most exceptional cir- 
cumstances. On the other hand, they are 

efficient insect destroyers. 

Spider webs do not soil a Wall. They 
show up a dirty wall as such, that is all. 

A solution of cooking oda in water 
should be applied to the bite. If there is 
need of it, thirty drops of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia in a wine glass of water may 
be given. 

SCORPIONS.—The bite of 4 scorpion 
less than two inches in length is no more 
Irritating than a bee sting. Large scor- 
Pions may carry a dose of poison capable 
of producing a good deal of local irrita- 
tion and causing some disturbance of the 
system. Strong soda water should be 
applied locally. Aromatic spirits of am- 
monia may be given internally, if the face 
is pale.

CENTIPEDES.—The centipedes of the 
United States do not carry enough poison 
to endanger human beings, The treat- 


ment of centipede bites is the same as 


that of tarantulas.

BEDS, HORNETS, WASPS, AND YHIL- 
LOW JACK ETS—The stinging apparatus 
of these insects is a tube barbed at the 
farther end. This stinger is a part of the 
apparatus for depositing eggs. There- 
fore only the female can esting. 

As the barbs hold the stinger in the 
wound, the insect stings but once in a 
lifetime. At the base of the ege de- 
positor are two glands. The secretion of 
one of these is acid; of the other alkaline. 
The poieon does not become poisonous 
until the secretions mix. 

For a sting there is no better application 
than wet soda or strong soda solution. 

Hornets, wasps, and yellow jackets do 

hot make bad neighbors. Herrick quotes 
an English entymologist, Westwood, who 
visited us in 1840, as having written the 
folks back home: “‘ The Americans aware 
of the Service of hornets in destroying 
flies sometimes suspend a hornet's nest 
in their parlors.” 
To destroy a yellow jacket’s nest pour 
carbon bisukphide into the opening. If 
you are prudent you will do this at night. 
To destroy a hornet's nest plug the open- 
ing and pour kerosene on the nest.

BLACK FLIES—Probably the most an- 
noying and most dangerous per se of all 
American biting ingects is the black fly. 
The studies of Dr. Stokes suggest that 
the best applications to make to black fly 
bites is a solution of muriatic acid ip 
water (1 to 200).

b CLEAN WATER TANKS. 
H. H. writes: Will you please inform 

me the most practical way to clean a 
yacht’s water tanks so that they will be 
safe for use?” 

REPLY. 

If the tanks are empty and steam ie at hand 
sterilize with steam. Run in enough steam to 
beat the walls thoroughly. Steam under pres 
sure will be very much more effective than 
plain steam. 

If steam is not available, wash down the 
walls of the tank with a 1 te 600 solution of 
chlorinated lime. Leave for twenty-four hours 
and then draw off the solution and rings out 
the recess with clean city water. 

The condition of the water as it goes into the 
tank is a matter of more consequence than 
the condition of the tank. When possible the 
tanks should be filled with water from the city 
mains. Under no cireumstances must the 
tanks be filled through sea cocks from harbor 
water. Filling through sea cocks is always 
hazardous 
Whenever the water supply is not known to 
be safe the tank water should be treated with 
chlorinated lime. To do this add chicrinated 
lime to the water in the proportion of one 
pound to each 100,000 gallons of water. The 
capacity of the tank being known, it is easy 
to caleulate the amount of lime needed for a 
charge. This dose can be put in a capsule,

of her own little girl, next heir to the 
throne of the Netherlands, to a woman of 
the same nationality as Miss Winter. 

The tribute of Queen Wilhelmina to 
the excellence of English governesses is 
all the more remarkable when it is borne 
in mind that her consort, Prince Henry, is 
a German, a duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, and wasa Pruasian officer sta- 
tioned at Potsdam until the time of his 
marriage; also that Wilhelmina’s own 
mother, Dowager Queen Emma, is by 
birth a princess of one of the sovereign 
houses of Germany. '

If the appointment of Miss Cohen-Stuart 
attracts so much attention not only in 
Holland but also abroad, it is because 
as governess she will have the task of 
training the mind and of molding the 
character of a little girl who, if she lives, 
is destined in the natural course of events 
to follow her mother on the throne at The 
Hague and to become ruler of the Nether- 
lands in her own right, of that Holland 
which possesses such enormously rich 
colonies in the orient and which likewise 
owns islands in the West Indies and a 
vast stretch of territory in this western 
hemisphere, Dutch Guiana.

The position of governess to a royal 
pupil, eapecially when that pupil happens 
to be next heir to a throne, is therefore 
one of great responsibility, and it is a 
remarkable fact that the king and queen 
of Italy should have confided the educa- 
tion of their children to an Englishwom- 
an of the name of Miss Brown; that the 
sagacious and admirable Queen Christina 
of Spain should have engaged the services 
of an Englishwoman for the education of 
her two daughters, and for the early 
training of her son, now King Alfonso 
XIII.; that the czar and czarina should 
also have had an English governess for 
their daughters, who has been allowed by 
them to write a book of her experiences 
at the Russian court, and lastly that 
the kaiser himself should have intrusted 
the training of his favorite child, Prin- 
ceas Victoria Luise, now Duchess of 
Brunswick, and who was and still is the 
apple of his eye, to an English governess, 
who haa also published an entertaining 
volume of her experiences as a member of 
Emperor William's household.

There are no persons tn the world who 
are more considerate and more delicate in 
their treatment of governesses in their 
employ than royal personages and the 
really old aristocracy. 

Governesses had a warm friend in 
Queen Victoria and she was most gener- 
ous in her subscriptions to the govern- 
esses’ homes, of which she was patron 
and president, in London, Berlin, Vienna, 
and Paris. 

In her printed diaries, entitled Leaves 
from My Life in the Highlands, she 
writes ecathingly of the treatment of 
governesses by the newly rich classes, 


exclaiming: 
Ho people can treat with disrespect,

unkindness, and neglect those to whom 
they trust the education of their children 
is a thing which I cannot understand.“ 

One of the first things that Queen Vic- 
toria did after succeeding to the throne 
was to persuade her brother-in-law, Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, to confer 
the title of baroness upon Miss Lehzen. 
who had been her governess from child- 
hood, and with whom she remained until 
the end of the old lady's life on terms of

In the same way the ststers of the pres- 
ent German emperor remained long after 
they had grown up close and intimate 
friends ot their governess, Mlle, de Per- 
pignan, while Mile.

Lady Mackworth, the militant suffragist 
wife of Sir Humphrey Mackworth, who 
has just arrived in New York from Eng- 
land with her father, David Alfred 
Thomas, the great coal magnate of 
Wales, has served her bit in jail in 
London for having set fire to a letter box 
with the object of destroying the mall 
therein, but was released after a hunger 
strike. 

Her husband’s family is of old Derby- 
shire stock; the manor of Ash in that 
county was held by the Mackworths in 
the reign of King Richard 11. 

One of her husband's ancestors, Hum- 
phrey Mackworth, enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of burial with great pomp in West- 
minster abbey, as one of the principal 
advisers and adherents of Oliver Crom- 
well and as a member of his council. 

However, when Charles II. was restored 
to the throne in 1660 he had Humphrey 
Mackworth's remaims thrown out of 
Westminster abbey, along with those of 
Cromwell himself and of other prominent 
parliamentarians. | 

Whereas, though the bodies of the 
lord protector, of Ireton, and of others 
were treated with every indignity, drawn 
on hurdles to Tyburn, exposed on the 
Salows there, and then buried at the 
foot thereof, after having had the heads 
cut off and spiked on Temple bar, as 
those of traitors to the crown, Humphrey 
Mackworth’s remains were merely 
thrown into a pit in what is now the 
churchyard of St. Margaret in West- 
minster. ‘

The large estates of the Mackworths 
in the counties of Glamorgan and Mon- 
mouth came into the possession of the 
family through the marriage of the par- 
liamentarian's grandson, Sir Humphrey 
Mackworth, with the heiress of Sir Her- 
bert Evans of Neath in 1686, and ever 
since the Mackworths have made their 
home at Glen Uske, Caerleon, in Mon- 
mouthshire. 

The present baronet and chief of the 
family is a military man, a captain of 
engineers, and took part in the Boer war, 
in which conflict his elder brother, Digby, 


met with his death at Ladysmith,

CAR SURPLUSES AND sLoWw 
FREIGHT CAR MOVEMENT. 

Chicago, April 22.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The reasons given by Heary M. 
Hyde in his article in Tun Trisunse of 
April 14 for the fact that freight cars 
move an average of only about twenty~ 
four miles a day are correct, but there is 
one important reason which he did not 
mention. 

The average miles per car per day is 
arrived at simply by dividing the total 
mileage made by all of the freight cars 
by the total number of freight cans in 
the country. Obviously, when all cars 
are kept busy the average miles per day 
will be greater than when mang are idle. 
Now, one of the main reagons for the 
small average mileage per day is that, 
owing to the great fluctuations in the 
amount of traffic available from season 
to season and year to year, a large part 
of the cars provided by the railways are 
out of service much of the time. 

Since 1907 the American Railway asso- 
ciation has made 206 fortnightly reports 
regarding Car surpluses and shortages, 
and 180, or 92 per cent, of these have 
shown surpluses, while 25, or only 8 per 
cent, have shown Shortages. In other 
words, during 92 per cent of the time 
there have been idle cars, and usually 
the number has exceeded 100,000, and 
sometimes has exceeded 400,000 On 
March 1, 1915, the numberof idlecars was 
304, 254. 

Public opinion and state reciprocal de- 
murrage laws require the roads to provide 
enough cars to carry the peak of the 
load. So long as they do this and traffic 
fluctuates so widely there wil} be large 
car surpluses, which will exert an unfa- 
vorable influenge om the average car 
movement. 

The main things needed to speed up 
freight cars are greater expedition by 
railways in handling them in yards, less 
delay by shippers in loading and unicad- 
ing, and coSperation between the railways 
and shippers to regulerize the movement 
of freight trafic.

We all know that the, 
politicians have been giving organised 
labor sops for the purpose of securing 
their votes, regardless of the fact that 
the great mass of laboring men have no 
connection with labor unions, including 
the millions of farmers. It has become 
a matter of such importance that it will 
doubtless be one of the great issues in 
politics in 1916.

“Then came the Ludlow horror, and 
Mr. Bowers, conscious of the effect it 
would have on the country, was quick 
to telegraph Mr. Rockefeller to get the 
firet eay-so in the press.

Where 
we could meet them by making certain 
economic changes without ioss we have 
taken the initiative in their application 
in this mining district. 

“We studied the eight hour problem, 
which we knew would come up in the 
form of bilis in the legislature and 
would be pushed through by agitators, 
so we anticipated these matters and ex- 
perimented with eight hour labor. . . 
Generally speaking we found that 
working our mines eight hours eaved us 
in overhead expenses and in other ways 
enough to offset any loss that might 
come from an eight instead of nine or 
ten hour day in many of our mines. 
After this had been thoroughly settled 
in our minds we established an eight 
hour day for all coal miners, complying 
with union rules in that respect but op- 
erating as non-union mines.“
